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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of  the  School  District  of 
Kansas  City. 

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Board,  I  herewith 
submit  my  report  for  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  containing 
among  others,  financial  report  of  the  School  District,  show- 
ing in  detail  money  received  from  all  sources,  the  total  of 
same  agreeing  with  the  total  receipts  as  shown  in  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer,  preceding  my  report. 

All  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  several  funds 
shown  in  the  financial  statement  are  again  given  under 
"Condition  of  Various  Funds"  later  in  same  statement. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  District  June  30,  1918, 
($7,161,500.00),  is  given  in  table  form  following  this  state- 
ment, as  are  also  the  bonds  purchased  by  the  Board  for  Sink- 
ing Fund  and  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  District. 
These  bonds  in  the  Sinking  Fund  are  listed  in  detail  after 
the  financial  statement. 

The  total  expenditures  by  warrants  drawn  ($2,973,- 
516.88)  are  shown  in  detail  by  schools  in  Table  A. 

Table  Al  is  made  up  from  the  same  figures  as  Table  A 
separating  the  expenditures  as  follows:  Instruction-Sal-

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Board,  I  herewith 
submit  my  report  for  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  containing 
among  others,  financial  report  of  the  School  District,  show- 
ing in  detail  money  received  from  all  sources,  the  total  of 
same  agreeing  with  the  total  receipts  as  shown  in  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer,  preceding  my  report. 

All  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  several  funds 
shown  in  the  financial  statement  are  again  given  under 
''Condition  of  Various  Funds"  later  in  same  statement. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  District  June  30,  1919, 
($7,469,500.00),  is  given  in  table  form  following  this  state- 
ment, as  are  also  the  bonds  purchased  by  the  Board  for 
Sinking  Fund  and  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dis- 
trict. These  bonds  in  the  Sinking  Fund  are  listed  in  detail 
after  the  financial  statement. 

The  total  expenditures  by  warrants  drawn  ($2,977,- 
833.38)  are  shown  in  detail  by  schools  in  Table  A.

The  Financial  Report  gives  in  detail  all  money  received 
from  various  sources  and  agrees  in  total  with  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer. 

All  receipts  and  disbursements  shown  in  the  financial 
statement  are  separated  under  the  heading  "Condition  of 
Various  Funds." 

The  bonded  indebtedness  at  the  end  of  the  year  just 
closed  was  $7,953,000.00,  and  is  shown  in  tabulated  form  as 
are  also  the  bonds  purchased  by  the  District  and  held  by 
the  Treasurer  for  the  Sinking  Fund. 

The  total  of  expenditures  for  this  year  was  $5,041,- 
190.65,  and  is  shown  in  detail  by  schools  in  Table  A.  These 
figures  are  again  given  in  Table  Al  under  the  following 
subdivisions:  Instruction,  Salaries,  Educational  Materials 
and  Supplies,  Maintenance  and  Operation,  Permanent  Im- 
provements and  General  Administration.
